CAIRO, May. — The fuel problem in 


Egypt, which at one time threatened 
to cause the most serious hardship to

Japan, as the 
result of inquiries from

States.

mint plants have been frustrated by 
the long journey across 
the 
Pacific, 


during which the plants died. Once an 
arrangement was made w i t h a steamer 
purser to car; for the, plants and they 
arrived in good condition, 
but 
were 


killed by disinfection in entering the 
country. The consulate now is attempt- 
ing to obtain mint seeds, a difficult task 
since the plant is cultivated almost en- 
tirely from slips. 


Two widely different climatic areas 


are devoted to the cultivation of mint 
in Japan corresponding to the northern 
Pacific coast of the United States and 
to Virginia and North Carolina.

taurant at the time of the robbery.

of the road 
may 
be 


named federal director. 


To safeguard the interests of stock- 


holders and maintain 'the individual- 
ity of each railway, federal directors 
whenever possible 
will be appointed 


from among the operating officers of 
the property, the director-general an- 
nounced. 
This will avoid disrupting 


any road's 
working organization un- 


necessarily. 
As another step 
in the reorganiza- 


tion of the railroad management, the 
director-general ordered the creation of 
two new operating districts—the Alle- 
gheny region, consisting of the prin- 
cipal trunk lines east of Pittsburg, ex- 
cluding the New York Central, man- 
aged by C. H. Markham. now region 
director for the south, and the Poco- 
hontas district, consisting of the east 
and west trunk lines, terminating at 
Hampton Eoads. 


Regional directors for the Pocohon- 


tas district and for the southern dis- 
trict to succeed Mr. Markham will be 
appointed soon. 
Smith For New England 


A. H. Smith, at New York, v/ill con- 


tinue to act as regional director for

tion." 
Consequently their salaries will be 


paid by the government, and they can 
receive" no pay from the railway corp- 
oration. 
As an indication

salaries they may expect, it became 
known last night that most of Mr. 
McAdoo's principal assistants of the 
railroad administration will 
receive 


more than $15,000 a year. For most 
of them, this is much less than they
